He lives at the present tick? with his mist rose, Karla Ei,r.IK^, on whoa considerable 
material is available and has social oonneotioos with a number of persons in 
Salrburg and Oberbayem who hove contaot with Amorioans. His , daughter, Angelica 
Maria; is ea American oititen born to hla Amerioan wife from whom he la now divorood. 
From 5 July 1950 to 7 iSnrch 1952, Angola GYJSLISC was employed as a stenographer 
by 7669 klo Detachment, norJcing especially in the translation seotion which Amo- 
tions under Itetsohment 35. In thio oapnoity she itas used operationally in Ellco/l 
and typed' the stonoilo of the questionnaires cent out ostensibly from the Kibelungen- 
verlog. On 0 Kerch 1952 she was secretly married to Lt Colonel Lawronoe HoHALLY, 
who heo Just finished an assignment with UEFA Air Seotion (Intelligence) and is 
now on his way with hi6 bride to an assignment in the US. It is known that on 
9 March 1952 Angels and lioliALLY oallod on Georg -CYSSLING and announced their' 
marriage; they conversed for about a half hour and then deported on their honey- 
moon. Angela always maintained that she did not get along well with her father, 
and Georg line always expressed a oertain hostility toward her. It may be relevant 
to note that during the war Angela lived in the Snlskacmergut opart from her 
father end there ia no evidence that her version of relations botwoen herself 
and her father io incorrect. The danger nevertheless exists that CYSSLIKG may 
somehow learn from hia daughter the truth of Elko/l and will pass the information 
on to HOETYL.
